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N. Ireland 
On Verge Of 
Civil War 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — Gunmen killed three 
persons early today as North­ 
ern Ireland’s Protestants got 
ready for their first big march 
of the summer. 
Automatic fire riddled a 19- 
year-old 
Protestant 
walking 
with his father in a park in the 
town of Portadown. An hour 
later, five masked gunmen be­ 
lieved to be Protestant execu­ 
tioners broke into a home in 
Belfast and murdered a 16- 
year-old Catholic. And the body 
of a hooded man, shot in the 
head, was found in Belfast, ap­ 
parently another victim, of the 
assassins who hare terrorized 
the city for weeks. 
Meanwhile, the British gov­ 
ernment ordered 32,000 troops, 
police and militiamen into the 
streets of 18 cities and towns to 
keep the warring religious fac­ 
tions apart today while 100,000 
Protestants of the Orange Or­ 
der paraded. 
Belfast was lit by scores of 
street bonfires during the night, 
marking 
the 
advent 
of the 
“ Glorious Twelfth.” It is the 
282nd anniversary of 'the Battle 
of the Boyne, in which 'the Prot­ 
estant armies of William of Or­ 
ange defeated the Roman Cath­ 
olic forces of James II. 
Amid 
politicians’ 
warnings 
that Northern Irleand is closer 
to civil war than at any time in 
the three years of communal 
violence, the militant Protes­ 
tants of the Ulster Defense As­ 
sociation said their armed units 
would 
protect 
the 
marchers 
from attack by the Catholics of 
the Irish Republican .Army. 
Government forces cordoned 
the line of march in Belf ast to 
Mock attacks by Catholics en­ 
raged by the display of Protes­ 
tant dominance. Catholics of 
t h e 
Andersonstown, 
Bal- 
lymurphy and Ardoyne districts 
sealed off their sectors with 
barricades 
of 
concrete 
and 
steel to keep out Protestant 
raiders. 
Trouble was feared in Porta­ 
down, a town of 13,000 popu­ 
lation 25 miles southwest of 
Belfast. The .route of 'the pa­ 
rade there ran through a Catho­ 
lic section, and the IRA said it 
would not allow the marchers 
through. The UDA said it was 
prepared for a showdown. 
The buildup to the parades 
was ominous. The Provisional 
wing of the IRA on Sunday 
night called off a truce it bad 
ordered two weeks before, and 
the shooting and bombing since 
has been worse than ever. 
At least 16 persons have been 
killed, bringing the recorded, 
death toll, to 417 in three years. 
The army said that in Belfast 
alone there had been 210 shoot­ 
ing incidents between 8 a.m. 
Tuesday and 4:30 a.m. today. It 
said soldiers were not involved 
in 83 of them, implying that 
they were attacks of Catholics 
on Protestants or vice versa.

Demos Adopt Platform 
Wanted By McGovern 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 
The Democratic National Con­ 
vention 
gave 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern today the kind of 
platform he sought, rebuffing a 
personal plea that Gov. George 
C. 
Wallace 
made 
from 
his 
wheelchair for a strikingly dif­ 
ferent party document 
Reflecting 
in 
general 
the 
views of the man whose nomi­ 
nation now is assured, the plat­ 
form calls for immediate with­ 
drawal from Vietnam, closing 
of tax loopholes, replacing the 
welfare 
system 
with 
income 
grants and recognition of bus­ 
ing as one means of achieving 
quality educaton. 
The delegates stayed in ses­ 
sion from 7:30 p.m. Tuesday 
until 6:25 a.m. today to com­ 
plete their work on the plat­ 
form. 
The convention gave the Ala­ 
bama governor, crippled by a 
would-be assassin’s bullets, a 
two-minute ovation 
when 
he 
was wheeled to the ncdium. It

The Wallace proposals that 
were rejected included a con­ 
stitutional amendment for pray­ 
er in schools, affirmation of the 
right to bear arms, authority 
for states to impose capital 
punishment and provisions for 
election of some federal judges 
and periodic reconfirm at ion of 
others.

MUIRFIELD, Scotland (AP) 
— Only in the United States is 
it called the British Open. 
Elsewhere in the world it is 
simply The Open. 
This is The Open. The others 
carry a demeaning prefix. Like 
the United States Open. Or the 
Canadian Open. Or the Tasma­ 
nian Open. 
This is particularly trae in 
Britain, where they'blithely ig­ 
nore the existence of any other 
open golf championship. 
It's 
more particularly true in Scot­ 
land. It's most particularly true 
around 
Muirfield,

For the past three years the Room- 
é mate has been a member of a 7-panei 
committee of the American Medical As- 
b sociation concerned with Private Prac- 
•• tice. To the Roommate, the big concern 
facing private practice is to supply 
- physicians for primary care in rural 
areas . . . or to communities in areas 
like Rush County where there is not 
only a shortage but where no young 
physicians are locating. 
A primary care physician is one who 
first sees the ill or injured patient. He 
then uses 
his knowledge and abilities 
in treatment or refers to a specialist for 
specific care. Thus a specialist does not 
necessarily serve as a primary care 
physician unless the patient chooses and 
himself picks out and goes to a specialist 
for his first visit. 
The past convention in San Francisco 
saw the American Medical Association 
being jolted a bit by its practical, medi- 
cal-care, oriented president, Dr. Wesley 
Hall, a sixth generation physician from 
Nevada. One of the innovations this year 
was a special hearing held preceding the 
opening of the House of Delegates. Prob­ 
lems and suggestions were to be present­ 
ed here to members of a Long Range 
Planning Committee. 
The roommate used this opportunity 
not only to present the problem but to 
offer two solutions. 
He said that there are hundreds of 
rural communities that could support a 
physician and don’t have one and can’t 
get one. He also pointed out that in many 
rapidly growing newr suburbs around 
large cities, and in areas in the inner 
city, there are almost no physicians. The 
distribution of physicians is poor. 
He stressed the point that it was pri­ 
mary medical care that was needed. He 
felt that the medical profession at this 
time should declare an emergency. 
The Berry Plan operates for*young 
men going into service. He suggested an 
alternate plan to the Berry plan. This 
would send a certain number of gradu­ 
ates into areas where there are no physi­ 
cians. The Roommate feels that the 
medical profession has a responsibility 
for the military, but he also feels that th¡p 
profession should have concern about 
medical care in those places in America 
where there are no physicians. 
At the present time, the American 
Medical Association is encouraging phy­ 
sicians in active practice to go to Viet­ 
nam on a volunteer basis for a few 
months to care for the civilian popula­ 
tion. Also, the American Medical Associ­ 
ation encourages physicians to serve on 
the Ship HOPE, which provides medical 
care in medical deprived foreign areas. 
By the same token, the Roommate felt 
there was just such an emergency in 
America at the present time . . . (in our 
own community, for example). The 
American Medical Association should not 
only be aware of this but do something 
about it. 
The 
American 
Medical 
Education 
Council of the A. M. A. has worked dili­ 
gently during the past few years to en­ 
courage the formation of new medical 
schools and to increase the enrollment 
of our present medical schools. Staffing 
and financing the equipment and build­ 
ing of medical schools is very expensive. 
However, the Roommate pointed out that 
training more physicians was only part 
of the answer. The answer was also to 
provide medical students who were train­ 
ed to enter family practice . . . or as pri­ 
mary care physicians. Students emulate 
teachers! So this is a difficult task when 
most schools today are staffed by special­ 
ity-oriented professors only. 
For the first time, the critical shortage 
of family doctors made headlines in the 
San Francisco papers. David Perlman, 
Science editor of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, headlined his front page 
story on Tuesday, “AMA studies a cru­ 
cial Shortage.” His first paragraph, 
“Too many high powered specialists and 
not enough family doctors taking care 
of people . . .

NEW YORK (AP) — Manufacturers’ 
sales of phonograph records and prere­ 
corded tapes were up 5 per cent in 1971 
over 1970, the Recording Industry Associ­ 
ation of America says. 
Sales of phonograph records were up 
5.8 pe¡ cent, to a high of $1.251 billion, 
against $1.182 billion the previous year.

Winter said: “ What about an 
eight year old boy who has an 
arm cut off in an accident. The 
doctor bills could be very low, 
and there is no loss of earn­ 
ings. He would be forced to ac­ 
cept the $500 medical expense, 
“ producing gross inequity.” 
Would it cut premiums? Sta­ 
tistics show that roughly 50 per 
cent of the premium dollar is 
paid out in claims. Some 36 per 
cent goes to agents in commis­ 
sions and administration of the 
policy, and only 7 cenis out of 
every 
dollar 
goes 
into 
legal 
services. 
Any 
savings 
wouil 
have to come from the seven 
cents, 
since 
acquisition costs 
would be the same. Most no 
fault plans provide for subroga­ 
tion of your claim after payment 
and companies would still have 
to investigate before proceeding 
against a wrongdoer. 
Winter said: “ I can't believe 
that no fault will not increase 
the cost. We checked with the 
State Police school in Blooming­ 
ton. They determined that in 
1970, some 38 or 39 percent of 
Indiana 
traffic 
deaihs 
were 
caused by one car accidents, 
with motorists running off the 
road and hitting a tree, culvert, 
or overturning in a ditch. Traf­ 
fic injuries will follow deaths 
proportionately. Presently, those 
accidents are not compensable 
under our tort system. Under 
no fault, there would be cover­ 
age. I don’t see how you can 
have the cost of all of those 
claims and not increase cost.” 
"What about the 50,000 less ac­ 
cident claims in Massachusetts? 
Winter said: “ In Massachusett, 
90 percent of the personal in­ 
jury cases encted up in the hands 
of lawyers. In Indiana, less than 
ten percent ever find themselves 
in the hands of a lawyer, and 
less than 2 percent ever go to 
trial. About 90 percent of the 
personal injury cases reported 
to insurance companies in Indi­ 
ana are settled without direct 
intervention of the law ” 
He pointed out that with lim­ 
its on no fault, you were still 
reserving the larger and more 
profitable cases for the legal 
profession, and relieving th en 
of 
the 
non-profitable 
small 
claims. 
If not no fault, what is the 
answer. Winter recommended a 
system of small claims courts 
and arbitration, where no law­ 
yer would be needed to present 
your case.

Indiana’s fv c 
largest cities dropped an aver­ 
age of more than 6.3 per cent 
in the first three months of this 
year while the FBI’s national 
Crime Index increased by one 
per cent. 
The comparisons were with 
the same quarter of 1971. 
The 
index 
covers 
crimes 
known to police in seven cate­ 
gories ranging from thefts of 
$50 or more to murder and non- 
negiigent manslaughter. 
These felonies in the Indiana 
cities totaled 10.886 in the first 
quarter of this year and 11,628 
in the same period last year. 
Only South Bend, which gen­ 
erally has a low crime rate, 
and Gary, which generally has 
a high one, showed increases 
over last year. South Bend had 
921 reportable crimes this yea.* 
compared with 870 last year. 
Gary’s jump, from 2.311 to 2 * 
914 in FBI index categories, in­ 
cluded an increase in murders 
from 8 to 16. and in burglaries 
from 858 to 1.291. 
Drops in crim e totals were 1 - 
339 to 973 at Evansville, 1,583' to 
1,481 at Fort Wayne and 5,525 
to 4,594' at Indianapolis.
